Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 25 is considered allowable, since the prior art does not teach or suggest a 
an eyeglass lens for medium-high to very high nearsightedness having a lens body with 
an optical center having a central asymmetric optical spherical correction area with a 
constant power surrounding the optical center and a peripheral asymmetric aspheric 
optical correction area with varying decreasing power surrounding the central area, the 
lens body having both optical correction areas asymmetric to the optical center that 
coincides with a geometrical center of the lens body and varies in width according to the 
power and diameter of the lens. Claims 26-35 are considered allowable, since they 
depend upon independent claim 25.
